REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: claim 1, the only 

independent claim defines a quilting machine for quilting cloth comprising, in combination, a 

quilting machine and drive. The quilting machine including a frame with upper beam and lower 

beam arranged above and below the cloth to be quilted. A sewing head and hook assembly on 

carriages on the beams. The carriages being movable by linear drive motors where the armature 

winding are arranged on the carriages and the inductors are arranged on the beams. The 

dependent claim further limits the structure of the quilting machine of the independent claim.
